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County Commission votes to impose one-cent sales tax

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
August 2S, ina packed courtroom at 
the Elba courthouse, and after 
hearing representatives from the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
and Elba City School Board request 
financial aid, voted to immediately 
impose a l-cent countywide sales 
tax, with all proceeds going to the 
schools in the county. 

County Supt. Clayton Bryant 
addressed the commission Monday 
and asked that the 1-cent sales tax be 
imposed countywide. 

“The Coffee County School 
System faces an immediate financial 
dilemma,’’ Bryant stated. ‘‘The 
funds generated by the tax can be 
used to reduce the effects of 
proration and hopefully at a later 
date provide funds to improve the 
school system.” 

Bryant told the commission that 
the county system, which includes 
schools at Zion Chapel, New 
Brockton and Kinston, will have seen 
approximately $600,000 in funds cut 
from revenue by the end of the 
current school year. 

“Fifty-one percent of the people 


in this county live outside the city 
limits of Enterprise and Elba,"' said 
Bryant, ‘‘and this commission holds 
the future of these people and their 
children in their hands,"’ 

Dr. Bill Cowart, chairman of the 
Elba School Board, told the 
commission that the Elba system 
faces the same financial problems as 
the county, and reported the city 
system lost $105,000 in expected 
revenue in the 1985-86 fiscal year 
and faces an additional $189,000 
cutback for the coming year. 

“The Elba City Schools are in an 
extreme financial hardship and need 
your help,’’ stated Cowart. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
Stated the county governing body 
was also facing hard economic times 
and reported the county’s general 
fund was facing an 18 percent 
cutback, 

“In an effort to provide aid to 
both the schools and to the county, 
and to let the citizens have a voice in 
the matter, I make a motion to place 
a referendum on the November 
ballot to let the people vote on a 
1-cent sales tax with the funds to be 
divided between the schools (75 


Elba City Council hears garbage proposals 


lhe Elba City Council listened to 
two proposals for pickup of garbage 
by private concerns at their regular 
Monday evening meeting. Waste- 
Away Inc. of Montgomery and 
Scientific Industries of Dothan each 
made presentations to the council on 
just what their firm proposed to do 
for Elba if given the contract. No 
prices were mentioned, as one of the 
firms wasn't prepared to give a bid 
at that time. However, if the council 
does decide to consider the matter 
further, both are prepared to make ‘a 
firm bid on a three- to five-year 
contract. 

Both firms offered a number of 
references from satisfied customers 
they are presently serving. 
Questions from city fathers on how 
they could do the job cheaper than 
city crews received several possible 
solutions, One was the tremendous 
buying power of the larger firms; 
another was a reported ability to get 
more production from individual 
workers by paying for work com- 
pleted, rather than by the hour. 

Waste-Away would use its own 
landfill while Scientific Industries 
would utilize the existing county 
landfill for garbage and the 
city-owned landfill for leaves and

Sewerage system 
to be bailt soon in 
New Brockton 


A long-time dream of both past 
and present administrations in the 
City of New Brockton is about to 
become a reality. Grants totaling 
$900,000 have been received by the 
City and will be used to begin 
construction of a sewerage system, 
according to Mayor Jim Driskell. 

A $600,000 Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management 
Grant and a $300,000 Community 
Development Block Grant will be 
used for construction of a sanitary 
sewerage treatment plant, a 
pumping station and collections lines 
for approximately one third of the 
City, Driskell explained. 

At present, New Brockton 
residents have individual septic 
tanks for disposal of household or 
business sewage. Driskell pointed 
out the advantage of the future 
system, including its capability to 
comply with heath department 
regulations. Meeting these 
requirements will mean an increased 
growth opportunity for the City, the 
Mayor added. 

Parker's Mechanical Contractors, 
Inc. of Crestview, Florida has been 
awarded the $600,000 ADEM grant 
for the construction of a sewerage 
plant. Drikell also stated that the 
$300,000 CDBG is presently under 
consideration and bids will be 
reviewed and an award is expected 
to be announced at a September 2 
council meeting. 

In addition to the construction of

The council authorized Mayor 
English to enter into a contract with 
the U.S, Census Bureau to conduct a 
new count of the citizens of Elba. 
The purpose of this count is to 
accurately divide the city into wards 
for voting purposes. The council has 
previously agreed to change to the 
single-ward system of selecting city 
council members, This would allow 
for election of council members from 
wards (or districts) with only those in 
that particular district voting for 
“their council member.'’ Certain 
regulations made to insure , equal 
representation require an accurate 
count of residents and exactly where 


they live before setting the ward 
lines. The wards can have a variance 
of only ten (10%) percent from the 
most population to the least. It is 
expected this change will be in place 
prior to the next city elections. 


Mayor English told council 
members that the sidewalk at Dorsey 
Trailers has been finished with the 
help of the company itself. He noted 
that the metal bridges were built and 
painted by Dorsey Trailer experts. 
Kleinert’'s has done some 
beautification work with some help 
from the city street department, and 
some drainage work is still needed 
and will be done, according to the

mayor. 

Also, he has scheduled some 
cleanup on Taylor Mill Road to 
include improving of drainage in 
some yards to eliminate problems 
caused by road and sidewilk 
construction. 

Also, English announced to the 
council that he has given the 
tentative go-ahead to the Alabama 
Conservation Dept. to look into the 
legal possibility of the City of Elba 
gaining ownership to the Coffee 
County Lake. He said that in spite of 
rumors to the contrary, nothing else 
has been done on this matter, nor 
could it be done until the matter is 
voted on by the city council,

percent) and the county (25 
percent),’’ said Bryan. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
seconded the motion; however, 
Commissioner Billy Eagerton made a 
motion to amend’ Bryan's original 
motion. 

Under Eagerton’s amendment, 
the commission would impose a 
1-cent sales tax immediately with all 
funds going to the schools, while in 
January the commission would seek 
legislation to allow the county to 
receive 25 percent of the tax 
collections+ 

Commissioner Sid Averett 
seconded Eagerton’s motion, but 
Bryan objected, declaring that 
Eagerton’s motion ‘‘completely 
reverses my motion to let the people 
vote and say how they want the 
money to be used!"’ 

Eagerton withdrew his motion 
and Bryan’s original motion failed on 
a 4-2 vote, with Eagerton, Stephens, 
Faulk and Averett all voting no. 

Eagerton then repeated his 
original motion and Averett again 
seconded the motion. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk 
pledged support of the tax and 
stated, ‘‘We have delayed a decision 
to verify the need - and the need is 
there!"’ 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
said he would support the tax, but 
urged the schools ‘‘to tighten your 
belts and use the money wisely.”’ 

Commissioner Bradley stated, ‘‘I 
was elected by a majority of the 
people and want to let a majority of 
the people have a chance to vote on a 
tax."’ 

Commissioner Bryan then 
attempted to amend Eagerton’s 
motion to givé the schools all the 
I-cent sales tax money and seek 
legislation to add an additional 
1/4 cent for the county, only to see 
the motion die for lack of a second. 

The commission then voted 4-2, 
with Bryan and Bradley casting no 
votes, toimpose the tax, much to the 
delight of the crowd, which 
applauded loudly in approval. 

The 1I-cent sales tax will take 
effect as soon as required paperwork 
can be filed, and could be collected

within a matter of weeks. 

The tax is expected to generate a 
minimum of $1.5 million a year, with 
Elba’s schools to receive approxi- 
mately $250,000. 

Monday's meeting began at 9 
a.m., and after the routine approval 
of minutes, the commission heard 
two rural residents ask for 
assistance. 

Mr. Feazel Smith complained 
that when the county paved the Ted 
Rugg Road his fence was damaged 
and was still in need of repair. 

The commission agreed it would 
repair the damage done by the 
county and instructed the county 
engineer to meet with Smith to 
determine the actual damage. 

A member of the Perdue 
Assembly of God Church asked the 
commission to pave a narrow portion 
of the entrance to the church and was 
told the work would be done as soon 
as possible, along with work at Union 
Grove and Salem. 

Mrs. Alma Peters told the 
commission she had an idea on how 
to raise money, and suggested a soft 
drink tax. 

“It seems every time a tax is 
mentioned it's a so-called ‘sin tax,’ ”’ 
said Mrs. Peters. ‘‘Well, some 
people’s sins are others’ pleasures, 
and I think the soft drink tax could be 
an alternative."’ 

The soft drink tax discussed by 
Mrs. Peters was mentioned as an 
alternative to a tobacco tax planned 
to aid fire departments in the county, 

According to Mrs. Peters, a 
survey in Elba revealed that 
approximately 1600 cases of soft 
drinks were sold each week. 

The commission agreed to 
discuss the proposed tax at a later 
meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 

meeting, the commission: 
***heard the county engineer give a 
progress report on various projects; 
***donated $100 to the South 
Alabama State Fair in Montgomery; 
***agreed to send out bids on 
resurfacing, pest control, bank 
depository and health insurance; and 
***heard everything was ‘‘go’’ for 
the Sept. 2 special election.

Five residents to seek new Coffee County Commission seat from district 5 


Five persons have announced 
their plans to seek the county 
commission seat in the newly created 
District S in Coffee County, On the 
democratic ticket are Lee Boyd, 
Damascus Crittenden, Jr., Ernest

Redmon. The single Republican 
candidate is B.M. ‘‘Buck"’ Bowdoin,

A state 
representative candidate was challenged on this, he won and served in the 
state House. Another complaint is that Mrs. Redmon is paid with federal 
funds. We have a copy of a letter written to the state Democratic Party 
indicating this may violate the Hatch Act. It may -- but the federal funds as 
we see them come to the state and are paid out to state employees. She is 
presently on a leave of absence and not even receiving those . . . or so we 
understand. In fact when we tried to contact her last week, Mrs. Redmon 
was in Europe; she has since returned. We look at this however and see a 
close relationship with National Guard and Army Reserve funds. Our state 
government is loaded with both elected and merit system employees who 
draw both these checks. In fact they are in the perfect position to go places as 
‘weekend warriors’’ because of state laws that allow ample time for needed 
training. We see no viable challenge to her candidacy . . . but then we ain't 
the courts.

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Planned Arguments - What are 
planned arguments? Who wants to 
“plan’’ to have an argument 
anyway? When we use the term 
planned argument, we are not 
meaning to say that we deliberately 
plan to have a disagreement with our 
spouse. What we are saying is that 
there is a difference of opinion 
between the spouses and that careful 
consideration is given to what the 
difference of opinion is. Thought and 
planning. go into a decision as to 
what will be said and an appropriate 
time and place is selected for the 
discussion or planned argument. 

Planned argument simply means 
that you plan what you will say, 
rather than planning to have an 
argument. Most often when couples 
argue, anger is the emotion that get 
in the way of a discussion that can 
lead to a solution of the problem. 
Rarely are spouses able to solve 
problems when they are both angry. 
When you are very angry with your 
partner, give yourself some cooling- 
off time. Look at why you are angry, 
get involved in some other activity 
until you can calm down. This 
activity should be something 
physical such as weeding the flower 
bed or pounding nails. 

At any rate what we are saying is, 
re-channel the angry energy. Control 
the anger rather that letting the 
anger control you. In anger we say 
things and do things that we do not 
mean. If we ‘‘win an argument," 
What have we accomplished 
anyway? We have reduced the 
marital relationship to a power 
struggle. Marriage is not a contest to 
see who can win. 

In discussing differences of 
opinion with your spouse, listen 
carefully to what your spouse is 
saying as well as the feelings they 
are expressing. Also, be honest with 
yourself about your own feelings, 
whatever these feelings may be. Be 
willing to share your feelings, both 
negative and positive. Be careful not 
to issue threats to your mate and 
don't attack your mate personally. If 
you do not understand what your 
spouse is saying, there is nothing 
wrong in asking for an explanation. 
This is a part of good communication 
---understanding what is being said. 

Choose a proper time for the 
planned argument and selcet your

words. You need also to think about 
a time that would be fair to both you 
and your. spouse. Certainly just 
before bedtime or at a family meal is 
fot the proper place to have an 
argument, nor is it the proper time to- 
have an argument. You are not being 
fair to yourself or to your spouse to 
air differences at a time or place that 
could make the difference of opinion 
more difficult to resolve. However, 
we are not saying to put off 
indefinitely the discussion which is 
inevitable, but we are saying some 
times and places are better than 
others. 

There will always be differences 
of opinion between spouses because 
they have different ideas, thoughts 
and feelings. The differences of 
opinion do not have to be 
destructive. The ground rules for 
planned argument are: 1. select the 
place; 2. select the time; 3. select 
your words. Try it. It can work for 
you.

Chuck Shepherd 
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Agape Of Enterprise Is Available To 


Help Those In Need 


A social agency dedicated to 
helping children, families and 
individuals in stressful times of their 
lives has recently been established in 
the Wiregrass area 

‘‘Agape,’’ Greek word for 
unselfish love - God-like love - ‘is 
located in Enterprise, and is actually 
a branch of Agape of South 
Alabama, Inc., located in Mobile, 
where it has been in existence for 
over 10 years. 

Affiliated with, and supported 
almost totally by, the Churches of 
Christ of Alabama, and local 
individuals and congregations, the 
Enterprise branch is housed in a part 
of the College Avenue Church of 
Christ building. Begun in 
December, 1985, the organization 
serves the counties of Coffee, Dale, 
Covington, Henry, Houston and 
Geneva. 

Agape initially came into exist- 
ence from the love and desire of 
church members to help provide 
foster care for children whose home 
lives were disrupted by circum- 
stances beyond their control, and 
who, because of problems that arose, 
needed to be separated from their 
families for a period of time. It has 
sinc: ~.own to include assistance to 
unwed mothers, adoption and 
counseling. 

These facets of the Enterprise 
Agape are carried out by Chuck 
Shepherd, caseworker. 

A native of Dalton, Ga., 
Shepherd received his B.S. degree in 
social work from David Lipscomb 
College in Nashville, Tenn., moving 
to Florida where he became 
caseworker with the Mt. Dora 
Chidlren’s Home, and worked in the 
church's Bible School program. 
While in Florida he met and married 
his wife, the former Joy Spivy, who 
is a nurse. They have no children, 

Being the lone staff member in 
Enterprise, Shepherd says he stays 
very busy, with a large portion of his 
time taken up with finding foster 
homes. He interviews and screens 
prospective foster parents, so that 
when a call is received requesting a 
home, there will be one available. 

However, he does not investigate 
home situations where the children 
are located. That aspect is carried 
out by a state agency, Human 
Resource Department, until recently 
the Dept. of Pensions and Security. 
Agape works closely with the state 
agency, the two cooperating to 
provide help to those in need, 

Agape of South Alabama is 
licensed by the state, in accordance 
with Alabama law, as a child-placing 
agency. 

The adoption services and 
counseling go hand-in-hand with the 
agency's assistance to unwed 
mothers. Agape will counsel with 
the prospective mother and/or 
families involved - offering mainly 
alternatives to abortion, If adoption 
is decided on by the mother-to-be, 
then Agape will provide financial 
assistance, locate a home for the 
child, and provide living arrange- 
ments away from her family if 
necessary until her child is born. If 
the unwed mother is underage, an 
approved foster home is provided 
until the baby's birth. 

Counseling is afforded in all 
instances to help make appropriate 
decisions in individual circum- 
stances,

Paul connected belief in the 
heart with the open confession of Christ by the mouth. Confession of 
Christ is not merely the saying of some ‘‘formula,’’ but is the outward 
expression of the faith felt in the heart. By our confession of faith in 
Him, we express our acceptance of His authority in every area of our 
lives, and give our personal pledge of allegiance to Him and His cause.

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Nursing Home Spotlight 


With Shirley Wise

Mrs. Florrie Wise 


This last week in August (where 
did it go?) - August 28, 1986, to be 
specific - our Very Special Person at 
the Elba Nursing Home is indeed a 
very special lady who answers to the 
name of Florrie Bell Wise. 

Miss Florrie is a _ very 
young-looking and young-acting lady 
of 84 - having just celebrated her 
birthday two weeks ago today - 
August 14. So, ‘Happy Birthday”’ 
to you, Miss Florrie. 

She is ‘‘clear as a bell,’’ very 
alert and bright, and has good 
hearing and an excellent memory. 

Miss Florrie is a pretty lady with 
a smooth complexion, silver gray 
hair and bluish-green eyes. The day 
we visited her, she was wearing a 
most becoming pink-and-green 
floral -sprigged dress which she had 
made herself, several years back, 
she told us. Cupidean, her 
daughter, had told us previously that 
her mother ‘‘was a skilled seam- 
stress and loved to sew, and if she 
had any free time, you would fine her 
sitting at her sewing machine.” 

She was born in the year 1902, in 
the little settlement of Arcus. When I 
inquired as to the location of Arcus - 
as I'd never heard of it before - I was 
told by Cupidean and Miss Florrie 
that it no longer exists as Arcus, but 
is known today as Rt. 1, Elba, up the 
Victoria-Brundidge Highway, above 
the Wise Mill Community. 

Back then, though, it had a post 
office, and Miss Florrie’s father ran 
it, and she helped him. 

When we inquired as to what she 
did, she said, ‘‘I’d sort the mail, I'd 
write out money orders. The carriers 
delivered the mail on horse and 
buggy from Elba to Victoria. (Y'all 
hear that - Routes 1 - S at the Elba 
Post Office???) No paved roads and 
air conditioned cars - 70 years ago! (1 
really couldn’t have hacked it then!) 


Miss Florrie was one of 10 
children born to Mr. and Mrs, Oscar 
T. Maddox, Mrs. Maddox being the 
former Lila Deal Hudson. 

In addition to running the post 
office at Arcus, Miss Florrie’s father 
was also a substitute teacher and 
owned several businesses, including 
a grist mill, a sawmill, a cotton gin, a 
grocery store, and he farmed an 
1188-acre farm with his father, 
William Maddox. 

She remembers her father, whom 
she called ‘‘Papa,’’ as being ‘‘of 
average height; he wasn’t fat, but 
was a stout man, with black hair,’’ 
and her mother, whom she called 
‘‘Mama,”’ as ‘‘very pretty with coal 
black hair.’’ 

The brothers and sisters of Miss 
Florrie are: Fanchle, deceased, 
whose husband was the late Jesse 
Brooks; they resided in the 


‘ Woodland Grove Community until 


their deaths. Vergle, deceased, 
whose husband was the late Cicero 
Rowell; they resided on Smith 
Avenue until their deaths. Velma, 
who is married to Selma Griffis and 
they live here in Elba. Ethel, 
deceased, who never married and 
resided on Rt. 1, Elba, until her 
death. Gardner, deceased, whose 
wife, the former Dixie Mae Martin, 
makes her home on Rt. 1, Elba. 
Ollie, deceased, whose wife, the 
former Ruie Bell, lives in Phenix 
City. Cortez, deceased, whose wife, 
the former Nellie B. Dyess, makes 
her home on Rt. 5, Elba. Trammell, 
who drowned at the age of 18. Zell, 
who is married to Robert King and 
they live in Elba. 

About her growing-up days, Miss 
Florrie told us, ‘I had a happy 
childhood.’’ 

In response to the question of 
sibling fusses and fights, she said, 
chuckling, ‘‘The boys were bad to 
fight -- older people would put them 
up toit. My oldest brother was bad 
to get mad with us girls and kick us 
on the shin and Mama would have to 
take a switch to him.”’ 

Miss Florrie received her 
education at the Rosin Ridge School, 
another school of bygone days we 
can add to our list. 

On January 3, 1921, Miss Florrie 
married Eugene H. Wise, one of 11 
brothers and sisters. He was born in 
Jack, April 12, 1900, the son of 
Jesse V. Wise and Ella Chapman 
Wise, Mr. Jesse was a farmer. 

Mr. Eugene's brothers and 
sisters are: Clara, deceased, whose 
husband was the late Louie 
Dismukes; they resided in Elba until 
their deaths. Collis, deceased, 
whose wife, the former Nellie 
Brooks, is also deceased. They 
resided in the Victoria Community. 
Loble, ‘icceased, whose wife, the 
former Louise Mosely, makes her 
home in Birmingham; Oulda, whose 
husband was the late Frank Brooks, 
resides in a nursing home in 
Columbus, Ga. James T., who lives 
in Columbus. Ga., and was married 


to the late Carrie Sheffield. Casey, 
deceased, who lived in the Victoria 
Community and whose wife, the 
former lone Blanton, resides in 
Phenix City. 

Hazel, who is married to the 
former Mary Kate Nolin and they are 
residents of Mobile. Lafaughn, a 
resident of Columbus, Ga., and 
whose husband was the late Earl 
Marsh. Jessie ¥V. Jr., who lives in 
Columbus, Ga., with his wife 
Dorothy. Gurthree, deceased, lived 
in New Orleans, La., at the time of 
her death. 

Mr. Eugene was a farmer. He 
and his son Duvall and Mr. Duvall’s 
son Therrell farmed together. Mr. 
Eugene passed away December 18, 
1984,

She loves ‘‘roses; the color 
pink;’’ ‘‘Christmas’’ is her favorite 
holiday; she likes ‘‘anything to eat, 
and especially sweets.'’ Cupidean 
told us, ‘‘Mama was a good cook."’ 

Her hobbies are ‘‘crocheting and 
quilting.'’ Said Cupidean, ‘‘She was 
a beautiful seamstress. She made all 
our clothes and sewed for the public. 
She quilted each of us children a 
quilt and gave to us.”’ 

When we repeated to Miss 
Florrie what Cupidean said about 
always finding her at the sewing 
machine when she had some free 
time, she laughed and agreed, 
saying, ‘‘Yes, that would be the 
case.” 

Quoting Cupidean, who had 
some very nice and loving things to 
say about her mother: ‘‘Mama was 
very good, very kind. She was an 
honest, hard-working person, the 
strict one in the family with us 
children. 

‘‘Mama liked people and she 
liked to go. She laughed a lot and 
loved to sing. She was a Sacred 
Harp singer and never missed an 
all-day singing.’ 

Miss Florrie remembers 
Christmas as a time when “‘I hung 
up my stocking on the mantle and we 
got candy, fruit, nuts, and 
sometimes a small toy. The last time 
Santra came, he brought me a doll.”’

One magic wish: ‘‘I'd wish I 
would get well and could go back 
home.”’ 

Her response to the question, ‘‘If 
you could live your life over... ?"': 
“If I could live my life over, I'd like 
to have gone on to school and 
become a teacher if my parents could 
have afforded to send me." 

In repeating this to Cupidean, 
she said Miss Florrie had always 
talked about wanting to be a teacher. 

It's hard to imagine nowadays, 
with a junior college at everyone's 
back doorstep, so to speak, and so 
much free education - what with 
grants, loans, scholarships, work 
study programs, etc., that 
once-upon-a-time, long ago, a higher 
education, or merely graduating 
from high school was almost unheard 
of - not to mention a two- or four-year 
college; and something for only the 
rich and elite. I'm so thankful that 
times have changed in that respect. 

I've really enjoyed visiting Miss 

Florrie, a very nice and sweet lady, 
and hope you did also. Please visit 
her and the others at the nursing 
home real soon!
